This  is  the  twenty-first  annual  report  of  the  Board  of 
Appeals.  During  the  year  1984  this  Board  conducted  twenty-one 
(21)  public  hearings  where  variances  to  the  Zoning  By-Law 
were  sought  by  property  owners  in  the  Town  of  Dighton.  Of 
these  cases  nineteen  were  granted  and  two  denied. 

Variances  to  the  Zoning  By-Laws  are  issued  by  the  Board 
when  its  members  find  undue  hardships  to  the  petitioner  in 
failing  to  obtain  a  permit  to  build  and  when  granting  of  a 
variance  does  not  materially  or  adversely  affect  the  public 
or  the  abutting  property  owners. 

Zoning  regulations  could  not  be  successfully  imposed  if 
there  were  not  provided  some  means  of  granting  relief  to 
owners  of  land  from  hardships  that  arise  from  the  strict 
application  of  the  law. 

No  matter  how  carefully  the  ordinances  or  by-law  is 
drawn,  there  are  bound  to  be  cases  in  which  literal  application 
of  the  law  deprives  the  owner  of  all,  or  almost  all,  beneficial 
use  of  his  land.

The  committee  welcomes  Tom  DeBona  as  a  new  member  and 
thanks  their  retiring  member,  Edward  Silvia  who  served  as 
recording  secretary.  The  Finance  Committee  expresses  its 
sincere  appreciation  to  Ed  for  all  his  valuable  information 
and  experience  that  he  contributed  to  the  meetings. 

All  money  articles  on  the  warrants  of  the  Annual  and 
Special  Town  Meetings  were  reviewed,  and  recommendations 
were  given  on  all  articles.  $6,027.44  was  transferred  from  the 
Reserve  Account  for  emergency  and  unforeseen  expenses  in 
Fiscal  Year  1984.

MUNICIPAL  INDEBTEDNESS  ANALYSIS 
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BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN  ANNUAL  REPORT 

To  the  Citizens  of  Dighton: 

The  Year  1984,  once  again,  focused  on  the  issues  of 
SEWERAGE,  REGIONALIZATION,  and  LATE  TAX  BILLS; 
additionally,  other  major  concerns  were  CABLE  TELEVISION, 
TRASH  and  DISPOSAL,  and  the  RIGHT  TO  KNOW  LAW. 

The  construction  phase  of  the  sewerage  collection  system 
in  North  Dighton  Village  was  successfully  concluded.  The 
Dighton  Sewer  Commissioners  must  be  commended  for  a  job 
well  done.  The  tie-in  with  the  City  of  Taunton  is  still  to  come ; 
construction  of  the  Taunton  pump  station  is  presently  behind 
schedule  prolonging  the  period  of  system  testing  and  accept¬ 
ance  and  of  user  tie-in. 

Two  Town  Meetings  addressed  school  (K-12)  regional¬ 
ization  with  the  Town  of  Rehoboth  with  negative  results  in 
Dighton.  The  present  agreement  is  still  in  force:  a  regional 
district  (9-12). 

The  fiscal  1984  tax  bills  that  were  due  in  November  1983 
were  delinquent  by  approximately  six  months  and,  in  effect, 
required  concurrent  payment  of  the  two  semi-annual  billings. 
The  Dighton  Board  of  Assessors’  performance  for  fiscal  1985 
has  shown  a  great  improvement:  approximately  one  month 
late.  Fiscal  1986  is  the  year  of  recertification  of  valuation 
with  the  Commonwealth  and  the  assessors  will  be  on  target! 

Dighton  joined  the  Town  of  Berkley  and  Freetown  in 
the  solicitation  of  bids  for  cable  television.  One  bid,  from 
Continental  Cablevision,  was  received,  and  it  was  reviewed 
by  our  Cable  Television  Advisory  Committee,  who  we  thank 
for  its  time  and  efforts  in  this  review  process.  The  Board 
of  Selectmen  signed  a  provisional  agreement  with  Continental 
Cablevision  in  December. 

Being  ever  concerned  of  the  life  expectancy  of  our  present 
landfill  and  the  potential  danger  of  contamination  of  our  ground 
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water,  for  a  month;  a  trail  run  to  the  Fall  River  incinerator 
was  put  in  place  with  moderately  successful  results.  Also, 
Town  Meeting  gave  the  Selectmen  the  right  to  negotiate 
and  sign  a  contract  with  SEMASS.  SEMASS  is  to  build  a 
solid  waste  to  energy  facility  in  Rochester,  Mass.  The  facility 
is  still  in  the  planning  stage  and  will  not  be  completed  for  a 
number  of  years.  Solid  waste  demands  our  constant  attention. 

The  State  Legislature  passed  the  Right  to  Know  law 
dealing  with  the  control  of  toxic  chemicals  in  the  workplace 
and  other  locations.  The  law  ensures  the  availability  of  in¬ 
formation  about  toxic  ingredients  of  material  stored  and  used. 
The  law  also  provides  for  a  local  coordinator  who  is  author¬ 
ized  to  obtain  on  written  request  detailed  data  sheets  citing 
the  dangers,  contents,  effects  and  precautions  of  these  chemi¬ 
cals  and  substances.  Fire  Chief  Joseph  White,  now  funded  full¬ 
time,  is  the  local  coordinator  and  is  assisted  by  deputy  Fire 
Chief  George  Ball. 

We  mourn  the  passing  of  Doctor  Charles  Souza,  our  school 
doctor  since  1933  and  for  many  years  our  town  physician. 
We  extend  our  condolences  to  his  family. 

Two  key  people  retired  this  year:  Doris  Hopkins,  Town 
Accountant  arid  Leo  Duffy,  Sanitation  Inspector  and  Agent 
to  the  Boards  of  Selectmen  and  Health.  We  wish  them  many 
fruitful  years  of  retirement. 

A  new  member,  Craig  Martin  was  elected  in  April.  We 
thank  Robert  Ferreira  for  his  time  and  efforts  on  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  and  for  his  many  years  of  service  to  the  Town  of 
Dighton. 

Leanor  Mendonca  was  appointed  for  a  three  year  period 
to  the  position  of  Town  Accountant. 

Our  re-submission  of  a  grant  application  for  drainage 
work  in  North  Dighton  Village  was  once  again  rejected. 
Presently,  the  area  is  under  study  by  a  consulting  firm.  Our 
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co-sponsored  grant  with  the  City  of  Taunton  for  the  Route 
138  sewerage  extension  started  its  construction  phase. 

Brook  Street,  Cedar  Street,  Center  Street,  Elm  Street, 
Lewis  Street,  Middle  Street,  Milk  Street,  Palmer  Street  and 
School  Lane  did  receive  the  attention  of  our  Highway  De¬ 
partment;  they  were  either  oil-sealed  or  re-surfaced  by  mix- 
in  place.  The  streets  in  the  area  of  the  sewerage  project  were 
re-surfaced.  The  balances  of  Lincoln  Avenue  and  Forest  Street 
were  also  re-surfaced.  It  was  a  fairly  good  year  for  road  work 
and  maintenance,  and  we  thank  Alfred  Perry  and  his  depart¬ 
ment  for  their  involvement. 

The  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Works,  using 
Federal  funds,  has  started  the  environmental  impact  phase 
of  replacing  the  Berkley-Dighton  bridge.  A  new  bridge  will 
be  in  place  at  the  beginning  of  1990  decade. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  has  forwarded  to  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Department  of  Public  Works  a  memorandum  re¬ 
questing  that  Williams  Street  be  considered  for  Federal  Rural 
Secondary  Funds.  This  project  will  cost  in  excess  of  one 
million  dollars.  Hopefully,  it  will  receive  favorable  approval 
from  the  Federal  and  State  agencies. 

The  Town  is  presently  leasing  new  voting  machines  which 
should  accelerate  the  counting  portion  of  the  election  process. 

Our  thanks  are  extended  to  Senator  John  Parker  and 
Representative  Joan  Menard  and  their  staffs  for  their  con¬ 
tinued  efforts.  Also,  our  thanks  are  extended  to  Ck)ngressman 
J.  Joseph  Moakley  and  his  staff.  Thank  you  all. 

Additionally,  the  Dighton  Board  of  Selectmen  thanks 
all  who  assisted  us  in  carrying  out  our  duties.  The  time  and 
effort  of  Board,  Committees,  Commissions  and  Operating  De¬ 
partments  have  always  been  in  the  best  interest  and  to  the 
benefit  of  the  Town.  We  extend  our  appreciation  to  Attorneys 
Peter  B.  Gay  and  David  T.  Gay  and  the  firm  of  Gay  &  Gay 
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for  their  continued  invaluable  assistance.  We  extend  our 
personal  thanks  to  Mrs.  Eleanor  Dupont,  Secretary  to  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  and  to  Mrs.  Leanor  Mendonca,  Town 
Accountant.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  ASSESSORS 

The  Assessors'  Office  has  gone  through  a  significant 
change  since  its  last  report.  The  Board  now  has  two  part  time 
members  that  are  certified,  and  one  attending  classes  to  attain 
certification. 

It  has  been  an  uphill  climb  to  turn  a  tardy  office  around 
to  our  present  position  of  ascertaining  the  tax  rates  and 
timely  billing,  one  that  could  not  have  been  reached  without 
the  assistance  of  the  secretary,  staff,  board  members  and 
other  town  offices,  along  with  the  patience  of  the  town 
citizens.  We  have  learned  a  lesson  from  this  and  will  utilize 
all  the  resources  available  to  us  to  insure  our  services  to 
the  town  is  equitable  and  efficient  in  the  future,  agreeing  with 
the  Board's  quest  to  issue  timely  bills  on  the  same  annual 
basis. 

Fiscal  1986  is  the  year  that  Dighton  is  required  to  update 
its  properties  to  full  and  fair  cash  values.  This  is  a  require¬ 
ment  of  the  Department  of  Revenue  and  requires  that  each 
city  and  town  have  their  values  certified  every  three  years 
before  their  tax  rate  is  set.  We  have  hired  a  professional 
appraisal  firm  to  revaluate  all  properties  and  are  confident 
that  the  work  done  in  this  area  will  be  sufficient  for  state 
requirements. 

The  Board  would  like  to  thank  the  public  for  their  co¬ 
operation,  our  staff  and  other  town  offices  for  their  continued 
support  in  assisting  us  to  satisfy  state,  town  and  the  tax¬ 
payers  needs.

Action  has  been  taken 
to  record  within  the  Commission  records  the  boundaries  of 
a  waterfront  historical  district. 

In  as  much  as  no  members  of  the  Commission  had  the 
abilities  to  write  the  necessary  forms  so  vital  to  establishing 
procedures  and  to  noting  reasons  for  the  establishment  of 
the  district  the  Commission  hired  Ms  Kay  Flynn  of  Preserva^ 
tion  Plus,  Wellesley  to  do  this  work. 

Our  Commission  member  and  Secretary  Elaine  Varley 
has  been  our  leader  and  worker  with  Ms  Flynn  digging  out 
work  already  done,  answering  questions,  establishing  dates 
and  working  with  the  photographer  to  make  the  pictures  to 
substantiate  claim  to  fame.  When  the  work  study  over  a 
two  year  period  is  done  we  will  come  before  the  Town  Meeting 
for  official  town  sanction  in  creating  the  district. 

The  roadway  to  Council  Oak  has  been  a  perplexing  prob¬ 
lem.  There  is  the  question  of  ownership  of  the  roadway  and 
location  of  land  around  Council  Oak  that  was  given  the  town 
more  than  thirty  years  ago.  The  Commission  has  had  the 
area  surveyed  and  plotted  as  to  the  ownership.  The  Selectmen 
have  handled  the  legal  ramifications  and  the  Wampanog 
Indians  has  tried  to  help  us  iron  out  to  the  best  way  to 
satisfy  them,  the  town  and  the  owner  of  adjacent  farm  land. 

The  Wampanog  Indians  held  their  pictural  services  in 
November  under  Council  Oak  and  a  feast  and  a  dance  at 
Smith  Memorial  Hall.  This  year  it  was  strictly  private  and 
all  was  quiet.

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S  R  P  E  D  D  REPORT 
TOWN  OF  DIGHTON 

During  1984  the  Town  of  Dighton  continued  its  member¬ 
ship  for  the  fifteenth  year  in  the  Southeastern  Regional 
Planning  and  Economic  Development  District.  SRPEDD  is 
a  planning  and  economic  development  agency  formed  under 
state  law  to  serve  twenty-eight  communities  in  southeastern 
Massachusetts  by  providing  a  cooperative  approach  to  regional 
issues. 

The  District  is  governed  by  a  Commission  consisting 
of  a  chief  elected  official  or  designee  and  a  planning  board 
representative  from  each  participating  municipality  and  six 
low-income  and  minority  representatives.  Dighton’s  repre¬ 
sentatives  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Planning  Board 
respectively,  are  Allan  L.  Campbell,  who  serves  as  Secretary 
to  the  Commission  and  Executive  Committee,  a  member  of 
the  Joint  Transportation  Planning  Group  and  SEED  Corpora¬ 
tion,  and  Manuel  Ferreira. 

In  addition  to  regional  planning  and  economic  develop¬ 
ment,  SRPEDD  assists  member  cities  and  towns.  Through 
the  free  municipal  assistance  program,  each  community  re¬ 
ceives  time  for  local  projects  and  assistance  in  preparing 
applications  for  federal  and  state  funds. 

The  agency’s  purpose  is  to  plan  for  regional  land  use, 
economic  development,  housing,  transit,  transportation,  solid 
waste,  energy  resources  and  conservation,  and  air  and  water 
quality.  Local  participation  in  these  regional  plans  enables 
communities  to  be  eligible  for  federal  and  state  dollars. 

Services  to  Dighton  this  past  year  included: 

•  Updating  and  Revising  Zoning  Bylaws. 

Regional  plans  and  other  activities  conducted  this  year 
benefiting  all  communities  included: 

•  Approval  of  over  $60  million  in  regional  grant  applica¬ 
tions  to  federal  and  state  agencies  and  of  over  $196 
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million  in  Industrial  Revenue  Bonds  which  will  create 
approximately  1,700  new  jobs  in  the  region. 

•  Environmental  assessment  reviews  of  state  and  federally 
funded  projects,  and  reviews  of  all  local  zoning  amend¬ 
ments.  The  reviews  are  advisory  and  are  oriented  towan 
making  proposals  more  cost-effective  and  feasible. 

•  The  annual  update  of  the  Overall  Economic  Development 
Program  (OEDP)  which  makes  member  communities 
eligible  for  U.S.  Economic  Development  Administration 
funding  and  a  10  percent  bonus  to  public  facility  projects. 

•  The  annual  update  of  the  Transportation  Improvements 
Program  (TIP)  which  lists  major  projects  in  each  com¬ 
munity  for  federal  and  state  funding.  A  project  must 
be  included  on  the  TIP  in  order  to  be  eligible  for  these 
funds. 

•  Conducting  a  community  education  effort  on  the  safe 
handling  of  industrial  hazardous  wastes  under  a  contract 
with  Southeastern  Massachusetts  University. 

•  SEED,  South  Eastern  Economic  Development  Corpora¬ 
tion,  established  and  staffed  by  SRPEDD,  provides  low- 
interest,  long-term  financing  to  small  businesses  in  south¬ 
eastern  Massachusetts  through  the  U.S.  Small  Business 
Administration's  ''503"  Program  and  a  newly  established 
$1  million  revolving  loan  fund.  In  1984  SEED  assisted 
three  businesses  which  resulted  in  total  investments  of 
over  $1.7  million  and  created  96  jobs. 

SRPEDD  represents  the  collective  will  of  its  member  com¬ 
munities.  As  the  responsibilities  and  problems  of  municipali¬ 
ties  become  increasingly  complex,  the  District  can  provide  tech¬ 
nical  assistance  to  local  boards,  encourage  cooperation  among 
communities,  and  provide  a  comprehensive  approach  to  issues 
that  cross  local  boundaries.

On  June  30,  1985  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control 
Project  will  complete  twenty-six  years  of  service  to  the  cities 
and  towns  of  Bristol  County. 

The  mosquito  control  project  works  year  round  in  its 
efforts  to  reduce  mosquito  breeding  sites  and  adult  mosquito 
populations.  The  Project  uses  several  different  measures  of 
control  in  its  never  ending  fight  against  mosquitos. 

Winter  Pre-hatch — ^To  treat  breeding  areas  that  are  ac¬ 
cessible  only  on  the  ice  during  the  winter  months. 

Spring  and  Summer  Larviciding — To  reduce  the  emer¬ 
gence  of  adult  mosquitos  in  areas  where  mosquito  larvae  is 
present. 

Catch  Basin  Treatment — To  stop  mosquito  emergence 
from  rain-filled  catch  basins  and  storm  drains. 

Light  Trapping  Program — To  monitor  mosquito  popula¬ 
tions  as  to  their  type  and  number — a  program  necessary  in 
encephalitis  surveillance.  Light  trapping  of  mosquitos  is  also 
seful  to  determine  what  areas  have  high  mosquito  populations 
ad  should  be  sprayed. 

Water  Management — A  year  round  endeavor  to  clean  and 
construct  mosquito  drainage  ditches  in  low  land  swamps  to 
reduce  their  favorability  as  breeding  sites  for  mosquito  larvae. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control 
Project  to  use  pesticides  that  are  environmentally  safe  so  that 
the  safety  of  the  people  and  environment  are  not  jeopardized. 
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We  use  as  many  of  the  biological  insecticides  as  are  practical 
with  the  environmental  conditions  present  in  the  New  England 
area.  We  are  presently  using  three  different  formulations  of 
B.T.I.  in  our  larviciding  program. 

All  of  our  spray  equipment  is  calibrated  periodically  in 
order  to  insure  that  dosage  rates  remain  at  safe  levels  but 
are  adequate  to  reduce  mosquito  populations.  The  operators 
of  our  spray  equipment  are  state  certified  pesticide  applicators 
that  are  required  to  attend  classes  on  pesticide  safety  on  a 
yearly  basis. 

In  sensitive  areas  such  as  where  bees  are  kept,  no  spray¬ 
ing  will  take  place  provided  we  are  made  aware  of  these  areas. 
All  spray  trucks  have  a  list  of  beekeepers  which  is  continually 
updated  but  with  more  people  keeping  bees,  it  would  be  very 
helpful  if  those  people  would  notify  our  office.  Also,  any  person 
that  has  a  sensitivity  to  pesticides  and  does  not  want  their 
property  sprayed  should  contact  either  our  office  or  notify 
the  town  or  city  clerk  before  April  1st  and  we  shall  honor 
their  request. 

The  1984  mosquito  season  got  under  way  in  mid-May 
with  large  populations  of  spring  brood  type  mosquitos  ap¬ 
pearing  in  many  areas  of  Bristol  County. 

During  the  time  span  between  March  6th  and  June  7th, 
a  total  of  26.09  inches  of  rain  fell  throughout  most  of  Bristol 
County.  This  excessive  amount  of  rain  caused  swamp  and 
lowland  flooding  which  in  turn  became  prime  mosquito  breed¬ 
ing  sites. 

With  most  indicators  pointing  to  a  more  serious  enceph¬ 
alitis  outbreak  during  the  1984  season  than  in  1983,  all  project 
equipment  and  personnel  were  pressed  into  service  in  May  to 
get  a  handle  on  the  situation  as  soon  as  possible.  Spray 
crews  began  working  six  days  a  week,  concentrating  their 
efforts  in  those  areas  of  high  virus  activity  during  the  1983 
mosquito  season. 

Our  light  trap  mosquito  surveillance  program  was  set 
up  and  collecting  data  nearly  one  month  earlier  than  usual. 
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Light  trap  data  keeps  us  abreast  of  areas  of  high  mosquito 
infestation  and  the  types  of  mosquitos  present.  This  data 
is  supplied  to  the  virus  lab  and  our  spray  crews  on  a  daily 
basis  to  keep  them  informed  of  mosquito  activity.  As  the 
mosquito  season  progressed,  virus  levels  began  to  rise  at  an 
alarming  rate  but  with  our  extended  control  measures,  we 
were  able  to  reduce  mosquito  populations  greatly  and  no 
human  cases  of  encephalitis  appeared  in  Bristol  County  during 
the  1984  mosquito  season. 

With  the  end  of  the  spraying  season  our  work  turned  to 
water  management  projects.  As  this  time  crews  cut  brush 
and  clean  debris  from  existing  ditches  and  streams  in  order 
to  insure  a  better  flow  of  water  from  normally  wet  areas. 
A  total  of  1,200  feet  of  bush  was  cut  from  ditches  and  750 
feet  of  existing  drainage  ditch  cleaned  of  debris.  Our  crawler 
tractor  also  dug  1,350  feet  of  drainage  ditch. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  town  officials  and  the  people  of 
Dighton  for  their  continued  support  and  cooperation  and  look 
forward  to  serving  them  in  the  coming  year.  Should  anyone 
have  a  question  as  to  what  might  be  done  to  relieve  a 
mosquito  problem  in  their  area,  whether  it  is  water  manage¬ 
ment  work,  treatment  of  a  breeding  site,  or  just  having  an 
area  checked,  please  feel  free  to  call  our  office.

The  Dighton  Arts  Council  receives  funding  twice  yearly 
through  the  Massachusetts  Arts  Lottery  Council.  During 
calendar  year  1984  we  received  $1,222.00.  Our  goal  is  to  see 
these  funds  reach  as  many  citizens  as  possible.  Therefore 
our  criteria  for  awarding  grants  is  based  upon  how  the  grant 
money  will  be  used,  how  many  it  will  affect  and  the  types 
of  additional  funding  available.  We  have  determined  through 
the  past  funding  cycles  what  are  the  best  methods  for  a- 
chieving  these  goals. 

Again  this  year  our  annual  Arts  Festival  was  the  high¬ 
light  of  our  year  and  was  met  with  great  enthusiasm.  We 
added  a  folk  singer  and  storyteller  to  the  festivities  this  year 
and  we  hope  to  see  the  Festival  grow  and  flourish  from  year 
to  year.

Entrance  Age 

First  grade  registration  in  September  of  any  year  will 
be  limited  to  those  children  who  are  at  least  six  years  of  age 
or  who  will  become  six  years  of  age  on  or  before  August  31. 
Kindergarten  registration  in  September  of  any  year  will  be 
limited  to  those  children  who  are  at  least  five  years  of  age 
or  who  will  become  five  years  of  age  on  or  before  August  31. 

Biirth  Certificates 

Every  child  who  enters  school  for  the  first  time  must 
present  a  birth  certificate. 

Vaccination 

Every  child  who  enters  school  for  the  first  time  must 
present  a  doctor’s  certificate  of  immunization  against  diph¬ 
theria,  tetanus,  whooping  cough,  measles,  mumps,  rubella, 
and  polio  or  a  statement  from  his  physician  that  vaccination 
is  inadvisable.  Children  entering  school  for  the  first  time  are 
required  to  have  a  physical  examination  also. 


NO  SCHOOL  INFORMATION 

Elementary,  Jr.  High  School  and  Kindergarten 

Whenever  it  seems  advisable  to  close  our  schools,  the 
notice  will  be  broadcast  over  Radio  Stations  WPEP,  Taunton ; 
WSAR  and  WALE,  Fall  River;  WPRO,  WJAR,  WHIM,  WHJJ, 
WHJY,  WSNE  and  WEAN,  Providence;  and  WAR  A,  Attle¬ 
boro. 

High  School 

Whenever  the  school  buses  can  be  operated  safely,  there 
will  be  school  at  the  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  High  School 
unless  unforeseen  emergencies  make  it  necessary  to  close.  In 
the  event  of  closing,  this  information  will  be  specifically  an¬ 
nounced  over  the  radio  as  indicated  above  for  the  elementary 
school. 
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TRANSPORTATION 

The  law  requires  that  transportation  be  provided  for 
pupils  residng  more  than  two  miles  from  the  school  attended 
or  more  than  one  mile  from  the  nearest  bus  stop.  Many  pupils 
living  at  lesser  distances  along  established  routes  are  trans¬ 
ported  if  the  seating  capacity  of  the  bus  will  permit.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Dighton: 

I  herewith  submit  my  eighth  report  as  Superintendent  of 
Schools. 

This  report  covers  the  events  and  activities  which  oc¬ 
curred  during  the  calendar  year  1984. 

Space  limits  this  report  to  a  thumbnail  description  of 
events  and  activities  which  occurred  during  the  last  half  of 
one  school  year,  1983-84,  and  the  first  half  of  the  next  in 
our  goal  of  the  Pursuit  of  Excellence. 

Two  issues  have  remained  constant  during  the  past  four 
years :  the  availability  of  sufficient  financial  resources  to 
operate  the  school  system  and  the  high  expectations  the 
community  holds  for  the  student  body  and  the  professional 
staff.  The  enthusiastic  support  for  the  pursuit  of  excellence 
is  obvious  in  the  area  of  expectations  and  not  so  obvious  when 
questions  arise  concerning  the  availability  of  financial  re¬ 
sources  to  meet  those  expectations.  The  creative  response  of 
the  faculty,  administrative  staff,  and  school  committee  has 
allowed  us  to  maintain  our  goals  with  less  financial  support 
than  is  required. 

The  current  one  principal/department  head  administrative 
organization  is  an  indicator  of  a  creative  response  to  meet 
educational  needs  with  declining  resources.  The  organization 
was  implemented  on  a  trial  basis  from  January  to  June, 
1984  with  the  understanding  that  the  future  of  the  admin¬ 
istrative  organization  for  the  1984-85  school  year  would  be 
contingent  upon  the  success  achieved  during  the  trial  period. 

As  a  result  of  the  caring  attitude  and  leadership  skills 
of  Mr.  Leo  Wontkowski,  Principal,  and  the  talent  and  com¬ 
mitment  of  Linda  Roy,  Jeffrey  White  and  George  Costa,  De¬ 
partment  Heads,  the  organization  was  judged  to  be  success- 
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ful  and  was  continued  for  the  1984-85  school  year.  As  a  result 
of  that  change,  the  financial  resources  previously  expended 
for  administration  were  re-directed  to  a  consulting  teacher 
program  which  increases  opportunities  for  enrichment  and 
remediation  programs  for  students.  The  initial  reactions  to 
this  program  from  parents,  students,  and  faculty  is  very 
enthusiastic.  We  expect  to  see  improved  achievement  test 
scores  as  a  direct  result  of  this  program.  Other  events  and 
activities  of  equal  importance  are  recorded  in  the  reports  of 
the  principals  elsewhere  in  this  report. 

All  programs  and  procedures  which  have  been  imple¬ 
mented  as  a  result  of  declining  resources  are  achieving  equal 
success  because  of  the  extra  effort  of  everyone  involved.  The 
end  result  is  that  we  are  preventing  significant  losses  in 
your  high  expectations  and  in  our  pursuit  of  excellence. 

The  mention  of  losses  brings  to  memory  a  significant 
loss  the  Town  of  Dighton  experienced  with  the  death  of 
Dr.  Charles  Souza.  Dr.  Souza's  service  as  school  physician 
spanned  five  decades  from  the  1930's  to  the  1980’s.  It  is 
impossible  to  calculate  the  impact  of  his  contribution  and  the 
number  of  school  children  with  whom  he  came  into  contact; 
suffice  to  say,  there  are  many  fond  memories.  It  gives  one  a 
warm  feeling  to  have  known  and  been  associated  with  an 
individual  who  used  his  professional  skills  to  provide  a  public 
service  for  more  than  half  a  century.  Our  losses  are  only 
surpassed  by  those  of  Dr.  Souza's  family.  Requiescat  in  Pace. 

The  establishment  of  an  annual  mission  and  goals  state¬ 
ment  provides  the  focus  for  our  activities.  The  1984-85 
Mission  and  Goals  follow:

administrators. 

Very  effective  results  have  been  achieved  with  the  Basic 
Skills  Improvement  Program,  Higher  Level  Thinking  Skills, 
the  Mathematics  Project  and  the  Computer  Education  Pro¬ 
gram.  The  goal  statements  recorded  above  indicate  our  con¬ 
tinued  expectations  for  these  projects  and  our  expectation  for 
Health  and  Physical  Education  and  Communication  Skills. 
The  last  two  projects  mentioned.  Health  and  Physical  Educa¬ 
tion  and  Communication  Skills,  have  been  very  active  this 
year.  Both  are  major  projects  and  you  vv^ill  be  hearing  more 
about  them  later  this  school  year.  The  individuals  who  have 
made  the  commitment  to  serve  in  project  leadership  positions 
deserve  credit.  They  have  worked  diligently  at  achieving  their 
goals  and  have  been  very  successful.

REPORT  OF  SUPERVISING  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE 
DIGHTON  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS 

I  hereby  submit  my  first  report  as  supervising  principal 
of  the  Dighton  schools. 

ENROLLMENT 

Our  total  kindergarten  through  grade  eight  enrollment 
as  of  October  1,  1984,  was  655  students :  392  at  the  elementary 
school,  and  263  at  the  junior  high  school.  Overall,  this  was 
an  increase  of  two  students  over  the  enrollment  of  the  previous 
year. 


ADMINISTRATION 

In  April  of  1984,  the  Dighton  School  Committee  decided 
to  restructure  the  administration  of  the  Dighton  schools.  A 
K-8  Administration  Team  was  created  which  consists  of  one 
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principal  and  three  department  heads.  The  department  heads 
appointed  for  this  task  were  Mrs.  Linda  Roy,  grades  K  through 
grade  2;  Mr.  Jeffrey  White,  grades  3  through  grade  5;  Mr. 
George  Costa,  grades  6  through  grade  8.  This  organization  is 
subject  to  a  yearly  review  by  the  School  Committee. 

PERSONNEL 

Excluding  temporary  assignments  necessitated  by  teach¬ 
ers  leaving  or  returning  from  maternity  leaves,  there  were 
only  three  staff  changes  in  previously  established  programs, 
all  of  these  in  the  Chapter  I  program.  Mrs.  Diane  Rasmussen, 
formerly  an  instructional  aide  in  Chapter  I,  was  appointed 
tutor.  The  position  of  aide  was  filled  by  Mrs.  Carol  Horton, 
who  subsequently  was  reassigned  to  a  new  program.  The 
current  aide  is  Mrs.  Linda  Carter. 

PROGRAMS 

A  most  significant  addition  in  this  area  was  the  Con¬ 
sulting  Teacher  Program  which  is  designed  to  provide  aca¬ 
demic  assistance  to  all  students  not  participating  in  Chapter 
I  or  the  Special  Education  programs.  No  additional  staff  was 
required.  Due  to  declining  enrollment  in  grade  five,  one  teach¬ 
ing  position  was  vacated  and  assigned  to  the  new  program. 
The  two  instructional  aide  positions  from  the  previous  year 
were  also  incorporated  into  this  new  project.

Heading  our  Consulting  Teacher  Program  is  Mrs.  Elaine 
Almeida.  She  is  assisted  by  Mrs.  Cathy  Silvia  and  Mrs.  Carol 
Horton.  Mrs.  Horton  assumed  this  position  upon  the  resigna^ 
tion  of  Mrs.  Stephanie  Perra. 

In  order  to  implement  the  Computer  Literacy  Program, 
all  of  the  computer  equipment  at  the  elementary  school  was 
consolidated  in  one  area.  Mrs.  Carol  Miranda  was  hired  as 
a  Computer  Room  Aide,  a  new  position,  to  oversee  this  area. 

The  noteworthy,  voluntary  efforts  of  Mr.  David  Avila 
and  Mrs.  Sherry  Tibbetts  were  invaluable  in  moving  this 
program  forward. 
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At  the  junior  high,  where  space  and  staff  were  already 
on  hand  from  the  previous  year,  the  schedule  was  redesigned 
to  include  computer  room  activities  on  a  regular  basis  for 
every  student. 

Due  to  the  administrative  reorganization,  the  extensive 
time  I  devoted  to  the  Citizenship  Service  Award  Program  was 
necessarily  curtailed.  The  Dighton  School  Committee  decided 
to  continue  the  program  at  its  usual  level  by  funding  stipends 
for  staff  coordinators.  Appointed  to  this  task  were:  Mr.  James 
McClellan,  grade  6 ;  Mr.  David  Sullivan,  grade  7 ;  Miss  Paula 
North,  grade  8.  Mrs.  Barbara  Medeiros,  Team  IV. 

Basic  Skills  tests  were  again  administered  to  grade  3 
and  grade  6  students  with  the  following  results: 

Listening  Skills — All  students  tested  achieved  minimum 
standards. 

Mathematics — All  students  in  grade  3  achieved  minimum 
standards,  and  93%  in  grade  6. 

Reading — All  students  in  grade  3  achieved  minimum 
standards,  and  97%  in  grade  6. 

Writing  Skills — 99  %  of  all  students  tested  in  both  grade  3 

and  grade  6  achieved  minimum  standards. 

FACILITIES 

At  the  elementary  school,  new  accommodations  were  made 
for  Chapter  I  and  the  Special  Education  Program.  Both  of 
the  latter  suffered  from  lack  of  space.  During  the  summer, 
a  regular  classroom  was  renovated  to  house  the  resource  room. 
Space  vacated  by  the  latter  was  assigned  to  Chapter  I,  the 
Consulting  Teacher  Program,  and  to  the  Computer  Program. 

The  library  room,  a  voluntary  effort  of  the  Dighton  Lions 
Club,  is  near  completion.  Work  began  last  spring. 

The  elementary  school  roof  project  nears  completion  at 
this  time.  This  was  a  major  undertaking  since  it  involved 
work  on  the  entire  roof  of  the  school. 

At  the  junior  high,  a  major  remodeling  job  was  com¬ 
pleted  in  the  boys'  and  girls'  lavatories  in  the  basement  area 
of  the  school. 
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CONCLUSION 

Due  to  the  administrative  changes  following  the  resigna¬ 
tion  of  elementary  school  principal,  Philip  C.  Dyer,  in 
December  of  1983,  I  was  presented  with  new  and  interesting 
challenges  during  the  past  year.  Whatever  success  I  achieved 
in  dealing  with  the  latter  was  primarily  due  to  the  extraor¬ 
dinary  people  who  serve  in  the  Dighton  Schools  in  various 
capacities — the  department  heads,  Mr.  Costa,  Mrs.  Roy,  Mr. 
White;  our  excellent  school  secretaries,  Mrs.  Marion  Par- 
chesco  and  Mrs.  Mary  Perry;  our  fine  teaching  and  auxiliary 
staff  at  both  schools  ;  our  kitchen  staff  headed  by  Mrs.  Agnes 
DelSignore  and  Mrs.  Faye  Perry;  our  custodial  staff  headed 
by  Mr.  Edmond  Richard. 

Deserved  acknowledgment  must  also  go  to  our  superin¬ 
tendent,  Dr.  Joseph  C.  Harrington,  our  Dighton  School  Com¬ 
mittee  and  Dighton  Public  Schools  Parents'  Advisory  Council 
and  its  most  energetic  leader,  Mrs.  Linda  Carter.

REPORT  OF  MARSHALL  SAWYER,  PRINCIPAL 
DIGHTON-REHOBOTH  REGIONAL  HIGH  SCHOOL 

I  hereby  respectfully  submit  my  annual  report  as  Princi¬ 
pal  of  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  High  School. 

ENROLLMENT 

The  official  enrollment  at  the  high  school  on  October  1, 
1984,  was  970  students.  Of  this  total  503  were  boys  and  467 
were  girls.  In  the  five  year  period  beginning  October  1,  1980, 
when  the  enrollment  was  1,054,  to  the  present,  the  student 
population  has  declined  by  84  students.  Current  projections 
place  the  school  population  at  760  in  1990,  a  decline  of  294 
students. 
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CLASS  OF  1984 

The  Class  of  1984  entered  the  high  school  in  September, 
1980,  with  258  members.  Of  this  number  238  graduated,  9 
did  not  meet  graduation  requirements,  and  11  withdrew. 
Dighton  had  84  graduates  and  Rehoboth  154.  Career  plans 
were  as  follows:  137  went  on  to  a  school  of  higher  learning: 
79  went  to  work;  15  into  the  service;  4  undecided  and  3  had 
other  plans. 

All  members  of  the  Class  of  1984,  except  1,  passed  all  3 
areas  of  the  Basic  Skills  Tests  in  Reading,  Writing,  and 
Mathematics.  Superior  Academic  Awards  were  presented  to 
3  seniors  and  Outstanding  Academic  Awards  were  presented 
to  18  others.  In  addition,  5  seniors  distinguished  themselves 
with  4  years  of  Perfect  Attendance. 


AWARDS  AND  TESTING 

During  the  past  year  an  additional  13  students  earned 
Superior  Academic  Awards  (an  A  or  better  in  each  of  5  major 
subjects  with  no  other  grade  lower  than  a  C)  and  90  earned 
Outstanding  Academic  Awards  (a  B  or  better  in  each  of  5 
major  subjects  with  no  other  grade  lower  than  a  C). 

The  Basic  Skills  Test  was  administered  to  all  members 
of  the  Class  of  1987.  They  were  tested  in  the  following  areas : 
Reading — 245  tested,  1  did  not  pass;  Writing — 249  tested,  2 
did  not  pass;  Mathematics — 248  tested,  5  did  not  pass;  and 
Listening — 253  tested,  3  did  not  pass.  Those  who  did  not  pass 
will  be  retested  in  subsequent  school  years  and  a  program  of 
remediation  developed  for  those  who  fail  a  second  time. 


PERSONNEL  CHANGES 

A  significant  turn-over  in  staff  was  made  in  1984.  Mr. 
Stanley  Franczyk  was  added  to  the  English  Department.  Mr. 
Kenneth  Santos,  a  former  Foreign  Language  instructor  at 
D-R,  returned  to  fill  the  vacancy  left  by  the  departure  of 
Miss  Emily  Gabel. 
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In  the  Business  Education  Department,  Mr.  Edward 
Tartufo  asked  for  and  received  a  part-time  teaching  schedule. 
Mr.  Arthur  Tobin  of  the  Industrial  Arts  Department  did  the 
same. 

Miss  Anne  Paglione  was  added  to  the  staff  of  the  Math¬ 
ematics  Department.  Steven  Cadorette  was  added  to  the 
Science  staff  in  place  of  Mrs.  Janet  Foley  who  took  a  leave 
of  absence  to  be  with  her  husband  in  Turkey.  Also,  Mr.  Gery 
Cwiekowski,  formerly  of  Beckwith  Middle  School,  replaced 
Mr.  Richard  Moschella  in  Science. 

Mr.  Robert  Otto,  Band  Director,  took  a  6-month  leave  of 
absence  and  v/as  replaced  by  Mr.  Arthur  Montanaro. 

Mrs.  Mary  Corry,  formerly  at  Palmer  River  School,  re¬ 
placed  Mr.  Robert  Pillarella  in  the  Special  Needs  Program. 

Mr.  Stanley  Johnson  was  added  to  teach  a  new  course  in 
Industrial  Maintenance  and  to  assist  in  the  Lester  Hill  Pro¬ 
gram. 


NEASC  EVALUATION 

A  two-year  progress  report  to  the  New  England  Associa¬ 
tion  of  Schools  and  Colleges  was  submitted  in  September  in 
response  to  the  100  recommendations  made  to  us  in  October, 
1982. 

t 

Our  response  indicated  that  we  had  implemented  44  of 
their  recommendations,  13  were  in  progress,  9  were  planned 
for  the  future,  18  were  rejected,  and  on  16  no  action  had  been 
taken.  The  Commission  on  Public  Schools  >  will  review  our 
response  and  report  back  to  us. 

Another  progress  report  will  be  due  to  the  Commission 
in  September,  1987. 


CONCLUSION 

We,  at  the  high  school,  continuously  strive  to  improve 
educational  opportunities  for  all  of  our  students.  Some  of  the 
significant  curriculum  improvements  made  this  past  year  were 
as  follov/s:

1.  A  second  classroom  of  computers  was  added  to  increase 
the  number  of  students  who  could  opt  for  computer 
instruction. 

2.  Two  computers  were  added  to  the  Science  Department. 
One  was  awarded  to  the  Science  Department  by  Radio 
Shack  through  the  project  written  by  Theodore  Lip- 
pold,  Department  Head. 

3.  Calculators  were  added  to  a  second  accounting  room. 

4.  The  Vocational  School  Automotive  program  had  a 
Vehicle  Emissions  Tester  added  to  meet  the  new  re¬ 
quirements  for  issuing  inspection  stickers. 

5.  A  computer  and  $1,800  worth  of  software  was  added 
to  the  Special  Needs  Department. 

6.  All  students  taking  Keyboarding  or  Typing  now  are 
instructed  on  electric  typewriters. 

7.  A  course  in  Industrial  and  Plant  Maintenance  was 
added. 

8.  A  grant  project  has  been  written  and  is  awaiting 
approval  and  funding  at  the  state  level  for  a  Computer 
Aided  Drafting  program  to  be  added  next  year. 

The  above  are  just  a  small  sample  taken  from  the  seven- 
page  report  of  Accomplishments  and  Highlights  of  the  1983- 
84  school  year  submitted  by  me.  It  is  our  responsibility  to 
insure  that  our  students  are  receiving  the  best  education 
possible.

The  theme  for  this  year’s  report  has  been  creative  solu¬ 
tions  for  declining  resources.  Elsewhere,  we  have  chronicled 
a  few  of  the  creative  programs  initiated  by  individuals  directly 
connected  with  the  school  system  to  meet  the  needs  of  today’s 
pupils.  The  community  has  also  been  very  creative  in  its 
solutions  to  a  problem  which  involved  a  documented  need 
and  the  lack  of  available  financial  resources  from  the  town. 

In  previous  reports  to  you  on  these  pages,  I  have  indi¬ 
cated  that  the  lack  of  library  facilities  at  the  elementary 
and  junior  high  schools  was  a  serious  problem.  I  am  extremely 
pleased  to  report  to  you  that  as  a  result  of  the  Dighton  Lion’s 
Club’s  efforts,  the  elementary  school  will  have  an  outstanding 
library  facility  available  to  the  student  body  during  the  cur¬ 
rent  school  year.  The  library  was  constructed  through  a 
fund  raising  campaign  and  hundreds  of  hours  of  volunteer 
labor.  A  formal  ceremony  to  officially  turn  the  library  over 
to  the  school  committee  is  planned  for  February,  1985.  This 
will  be  your  opportunity  to  see  the  library  and  by  your 
attendance,  to  show  the  Lion’s  Club  your  appreciation. 

It  was  said  that  it  couldn’t  be  done  and  they  did  it!  Co¬ 
operation  and  mutual  respect  can  solve  most  problems.

IMPROVING  WRITING  SKILLS 

A  formal  program  was  adopted  beginning  with  the  1984- 
85  school  year.  We  enthusiastically  support  the  notion  that 
writing  improves  the  thinking  process.  As  support  for  the 
program,  materials  were  purchased  and  special  workshops  will 
be  conducted  for  individual  and  small  groups  of  teachers. 


STAFF  DEVELOPMENT  PROGRAM 

The  combined  impact  of  declining  enrollment,  reduction 
in  the  number  of  teachers  and  a  faculty  composed  almost 
entirely  of  teachers  on  maximum  has  created  the  need  for  an 
effective  staff  development  program. 

A  committee  of  teachers  and  administrators  has  created 
a  staff  development  program  for  the  1984-85  school  year  which 
will  offer  the  staff  a  planned  system  for  educational  and 
personal  experiences. 

A  few  of  the  highlights  of  this  year's  program  are: 
Talents  Unlimited 

An  ongoing  training  session  conducted  during  vacation 
period  to  enhance  the  teachers'  background  for  enriching 
curriculum  materials. 

Learning  Styles 

A  program  designed  to  expand  a  teacher's  knowledge 
about  learning  styles  and  how  to  meet  them  with  effective 
teaching  strategies. 
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Writing  Across  the  Curriculum 

Workshops  to  assist  teachers  to  bring  the  teaching  of 
writing  into  every  subject  area. 

Toward  Excellence 

A  five-day  workshop  for  the  administrative  staff  to  fa¬ 
miliarize  them  with  the  administrative  procedures  which  have 
been  effective  in  industry  and  their  successful  implementation 
into  school  administration. 

Teacher  Evaluation 

A  summer  workshop  for  everyone  in  the  system  who  has 
supervisory  responsibilities  to  sharpen  supervisory  skills  and 
review  successful  methods  of  evaluation  and  supervision. 

Computer  Education 

A  number  of  workshops  have  been  conducted  both  in- 
house  and  at  the  Cooperative  Production  Tech.  Center  to  meet 
the  needs  of  individuals  and  small  groups  of  teachers  in 
implementing  our  computer  education  curriculum. 


COOPERATIVE  PRODUCTION  TECHNICAL  CENTER 

Cooperative  Production  is  a  collaborative  meeting  pri¬ 
marily  the  low  incidence  needs  of  special  education  students. 

In  September,  1984,  the  collaborative  opened  a  Technical 
Center  to  meet  the  computer  education  needs  of  the  faculties 
of  Berkley,  Dighton,  Rehoboth,  Seekonk,  and  Swansea. 

The  program  offered  to  meet  the  needs  of  our  teachers 
is  governed  by  an  advisory  board  which  works  directly  with 
Carol  Svenconis,  Director  of  the  Tech.  Center. 

Teachers  who  have  been  involved  with  the  programs  and 
services  offered  by  the  Tech.  Center  have  been  very  supportive. 

The  center  is  also  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  other 
individuals  in  our  communities  as  well  as  our  teachers. 
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The  trials,  tribulations  and  pressures  experienced  by  to¬ 
day’s  superintendent  of  schools  are  significantly  different  than 
just  a  few  years  ago.  Very  few  individuals  are  aware  of  or 
have  concerns  about  those  changes.  It  is  of  particular  impor¬ 
tance  to  me  that  those  individuals  with  whom  I  am  closely 
associated  in  the  central  office,  the  administrative  staff,  the 
school  committee  and  my  family,  by  their  relationships  with 
me,  indicate  they  are  cognizant  of  the  changes  in  the  role 
of  the  superintendent.  My  day-to-day  responsibilities  are 
fulfilled  because  of  their  support,  performance  and  encourage¬ 
ment.  My  appreciation  and  thanks  to  one  and  all.
